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Tae news that the French Senate has 
approved the Treaty with Madagascar 
opens the prospect that trade will soon 


be again resumed there, and of an im- 
proved condition of affairs in the island, 
For over two hundred and fifty years 
"| Madagascar has had a singular attrac- 
tion for the French Government and 
French merchants, and both have made 
soveral attompts to establish military 
power and commercial stations on tho 
coast, but the history of theso is almost 
forgotten, They first turned their at 
tention to Madagascar a very few years 
after proposals to establish factories 
there, which had been warmly supported 
by somo adventurers, had been rejected 
by the English East India Co. It was 
then considered doubtful if the island 
was well populated; the tribes waged 
internecine wars ; they were held to bo 
mostly cannibals; little was known of 
their manners, customs or resources. 
Christianity, however, had made some 
progress among them; the excellent 
lives and doctrines of some friars had 
caused the natives to put them to death 
in order that they might accompany 
and encourage the spirit of a departed 
chief, In 1633 a Company of Dieppo 
merchants who had sent ships to tho 
East, and some of whom, in the manner 
of the traders of that time, had accom- 
panied their ventures, reported highly 
of the commercial capabilities of Ma- 
dagascar. Nine years afterwards a 
Company was formed in France, and 
received a charter from the King grant- 
ing it certain privileges for twenty 
years. But, says a French historian, 
the cruelties of its agents terminated 
*® existence before then ; all its capital 
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was spent; and. its only assets were 
some hamlets on the coast surrounded 
by stakes and pomponsly called forts 
because: they had a few batteries in 
them. Only a hundred men remained 
in these; “thieves who were hated by 
the people ard whose conduct iucreased 
tie hatved of the natives to France.” 
‘They eld control over a few districts 
near their forts which the natives had 
abandoned, and there were other larger 
tracts from which they exacted tribute 
in the shape of provisions. A Marshal 
de Meillerai, unfortunately for him. 
self, undertook the revival of French 
interests; he seized on the ruins; 
bat his efforts met with so little suc- 
coss that after a short time his pro- 
perty in the island was sold for the 
equivalent of £830, which we are told 
was a3 much as it was worth, In 1664 
Minister Colbert founded tho French 
Bast India Company, which was to 
make France the rival in the East of 
Englaud aud all other Earopean powers; 
aud the Directors again chose Mada- 
gasear'as the principal field of their 
enterprize, and made ‘'amatave their 
port, where four French ships arrived 
in 1665, ‘Cin order to form a solid 
establishment inexponsively.” ‘The con- 
duct of the agents of the Company was 
as bad as that of their predecessors ; 
they wasted its fands and as much 
move as they could lay their hands on, 
and mado themselves abhorred by the 
natives, After four years of this work 
the Company resigned its possessions in 
the islaud to their Government, but 
without any better results following ; 
as within two years all but a few 
of the French were massacred, and 
the remainder left for home Still, the 
Court of Versailles kept its eye on 
Madngasenr, and attempts to found 
settlements were- made more than a 
century afterwards, in 1770 and 1773, 
A year after the lator, Baron Benyow- 
sky, a Pole, founded a French settlement 
on the Eastern side of the island, but 
the supineness of the Home Government 
and the hostility of the natives caused 
it to decay gradually, and it was alti- 
mately abandoned. Early in this cen- 
tury all the French possession were 
given up; at that time civil dis- 
orders rendered the islaud anything 
but a place for the residence and 
commerce of foreigners. But when 
something like efficient government 
had been established by King Radama, 
‘Madagascar became of some importance 
to European traders. The Treaty under 
which France claimed the protectorate 
of a portion of the north of the islaud 
was made in 1841, with a Sakalava 
chief, and since 1883 she has been en- 
deavonring by force to assert the posi- 
tion, which she. maintained bad been 
given her. Up to that time France 











had, like all other nations, practically 
acknowledged the Hovas as dominant 
over the whole island. 

France has now a fine opportanity 
of cultivating peacefal commerce with 
Madagascar. Amoug the other Earo- 
pean Powers whose subjects have songht 
fields for their enterprize in the East, 
she alone has shown a special, perhaps 
we may say the only strong desire 
to establish her influence there; others 
have been content to allow their 
traders to make what they could of the 
island and its people. From before 
historical times Madagascar had been 
visited by merchauts; first by the 
Phoenicians, and afterwards by the 
Arabs, who have left their traces among 
the inhabitants of parts of the sea-coast, 
From the time of its first discovery by a 
Earopean—tho Portagaese commander 
Soarez, on his return voyage from the 
East to Europe,—when it was named St. 
Lawrence, it has served as a place for 
refitting vessels, and,in later days for 
a uot very extensive trade, Whether 
France will be recompeused for all the 
sacrifices she has made by the future 
prosperity of those of her citizens whora 
the advantages secured to the nation 
by this treaty may induce to sottle in 
the island, will depend on the character 
of the Frenchmen who go there and the 
reasonableness of the conduct of their 
officials towards the native rulers and 
people. The Hovas have shown high 
spirit in defending their rights and the 
sovereiguty of their Queen Ranavalona 
the Secoud, aud if these are respected, a 
happy and fortunate future may be in 
store for the natives aud the foreign 
residents. M. Freycinet assured the 
Chamber some little time since that the 
Republic would not in any way interfere 
iu the domestic affairs of the country, 
but that its Ministers and agents would 
restrict themselves to guiding the Hovas 
“ by advice and example in the path of 
progress and civilization.” The field 
for these ameliorating influences is 
tolerably ample, as there are supposed 
to be three millions or more natives ; 
the land is fertile, yielding many 
valuable tropical and sub-tropical pro- 
ductions, and the island has been 
found to have several minerals, such as 
silyer, copper, iron and coal. Its trade 
in 1882 was small, amounting to the 
valne of about £800,000, but in the five 
previous years it had largely increased; 
that in Exports to Great Britain having 
risen from £4,300 in 1878 to £87,800 
in 1882; the United States had also a 
growing commerce with the island. 
‘The country is practically unexplored, 
and offers a fine field for adventurous 








spirits, such as France has always been 
possessed of, and at no time in greater 
number than during the last half-cen- 
tury.

FREE WATER IN SHANGHAI. 


For many years after the opening of 
this port the Settlement was more like 
a pleasant village than a place of trade, 
There were, it is true, scores of ships 
in the river; jetties where goods aud 
produce were handled by hordes of 
busy and groaning coolies who made 
day hideous, and innumerable outward 
and visible signs of an active commerce, 
but these all seemed more or less an 
anachronism here, The residences of 
meroliants bud something of a stately 
look, standing back from pleasant 
streets, that were not unlike suburban 
Innes at home; aud surrounded by 
compounds on many of which fine old 
trees threw their pleasant ehnde, All 
that hing vanished, and with the open 
spaces much thut mado for health, In 
place of it we emont covered 
we houses, and 
the quarters where foreigners reside 
wear @ mach more worken-day look 
than in the old times. ‘The change in 
this respect has been profitable ; it bas 
not beon pleasant ; it ins brought with 
it dangers ; and we have not sufficiently 
guarded against these, In the Re- 
ports of the Health Officer and in the 
annual Report of the Sargeon to the 
jospital we fiud serious references 
made of Iate years to the prevalenice in 
the autumn mouths of cholera among us 
and our Chinese neighbours. Speaking 
under correction, we have a notion 
that Asiatic cholera was formerly un- 
known among the Chin 
the early doctors and ré 
‘There is now uo doubt 
about its oarrying off every year hun. 
dreds porhaps thousands of the 
who live at our elbows, Now, while 
wo acknowledge that the Health Officer 
shows once a yoar at least that im- 
proved sanitation will do much to 
prevent outbreaks of cholera, we are 
certain the community does not do 
everything in its power to guard the 
health of the Settlement, More firm. 
ness should be shown by the Council 
in inaisting on greater cleantine 
the Chinese quarters, 
of water—such as is iow provided in 
the French Settlement—would do much 
good, and in the negotiations between 
the Council and the Water Works 
Company, which will no doubt soon 
be entered on, these should com- 
prise an adequate supply of free water, 
‘We cannot afford to let cholera have 
the chance of rauning its course among 
us. If it broke out in an especially 
unhealthy season it might sweep awny 
thousands of victims, and no one 
would be safe, ome respects the 
climate of Shaughai resembles that of 
Italy ; there are fierce summer heat 
and great winter cold in both coun.

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goods now-a-days lessens whatever 
loss the Customs revenue might 


sustain from delay in the collection 
of the duties, though we do not 
think that should be taken into 
acoount by the Tsung-li Yaméu or the 
Customs. A mercantile firm might 
reckon the loss of interest in their 
operations, but to a large Government 
department it is not worth consideration, 

Is is highly probable that a conside: 
able increase in trade would follow the 
abolition of the present system. Pro- 
ducers all over the world are auxiously 
looking round for new markets for 
their wares, aud we can quite conceive 
that many merchants on this side would 
hesitate to receive “ trial” consignments 
ou which the duty must be paid at once. 
Iu this way the expausion of the China 
trade is liable to be hindered, but by the 
import of new articles which might be 
expected to follow the adoption of the 
Hiberal policy we advocate, a very cou- 
siderable benefit to the Oustoms re. 
venue would follow. It would be good 
policy on the part of the Chinese 
Government to act liberally with 
foreigners in this matter, as the more 
facilities are given to merchants the 
larger trade will become. A more fally 
dovoloped import trade would cause a 
grenter demand for the products of 
Chins, aud improve the condition of 
the country. It would be to the iu 
torest of foreign merchants that they 
should bay bere as much as they sell, 
and their ability to buy increases wil 
every additional article they are able 
tosell, The interests of foreigners and 
Chinese thus become identical, and we 
hope that this will be perceived at 
Peking, alike by the Tsung-li Yamén, 
‘and by the Ministers of all the Powers. 























OPIUM LEKIN, 
AurEouaH there is every ground for 
bolieving that the Opiam Convention 
lins been ratified, aud that consequently 
wo shall lave no more trouble about 
Lekin, it is necessary to notice one or 
two poiuts in Mr, Drummond's letter to 
usofthe dthinstaut. We do so simply 
to prevent people at a distance from 
baing misled. ‘They uaturally take for 
granted the statements which appear in 
the papers supported by the name of 
fa resident of position here, by other 
aasortions of the ame kind, aud by the 
vague opinion whieh we know existe 
that a great deal of smuggling is 
carried on, to the injury of the Chinese 
Governmont, which the community is in 
f position to stop if it chose to do so, 
‘Vhese allegations are apt to find their 
way into newspapers published in other 
placer, and to be made use of to the 
prejadice of the residents in this Settle 
ment, People elsewhere Lave no meaus 
of judging of the accurncy of euch 
statements as those in Mr. Drammond’s 
Jeter. And as there is something more 
than a prejadice agaiuet the opium 
trade spreading in the world, those per- 
sous who aid societies which are openly 
opposed to it are very likely to seize 


pou any thing which would tell against, 





the character of merchants and others 
in Shanghai where so much of the 
traffic is carried on. It is therefore 
needful that a correct statement as re- 
gards Lekin here should be placed on 
record. Our Treaty with China of 1860 
provides that an import duty of Taels 
80 per chest of opiam shall be levied ; 
this has always beeu paid. In addi- 
tion to this a tax of Taels 30, sanc- 
ioned by no ‘Treaty, as been col- 
lected on a very large proportion of the 
opium landed here. This latter charge 
has been tacitly acquiesced in by the 
trade, and was necessary, it wns alleged 
by the T'sung-li yamen, on account of 
the impoverished condition of the Ba- 
pire after the Taiping rebellion. ‘Thi 
was the ground ou which all, Lekin 
was imposed by the uative authorities, 
Tho recent attempt to collect ‘Taels 
86 per chest had no sanction whatever 
ander any treaty between England and 
China; it was simply an attempt to 
anticipate the coming in force of the 
Convention of last year, which was not to 
come into force antil the Chinese Go- 
verument had brought the other ‘I’ 

Powers to couform to the Article in it 
regarding opium, No formal conforma. 
tion by the other Treaty powers 
yot been made, therefore no increase in 
the Iekin or duty on opium is legal, 
aud it follows that there could be no 
smuggling on the part of those who 
paid the stipulated daty of Tacls 30 
per chest. It is not imputed to any 
one here that that daty was not paid, 
in point of fact, we may say for the 
benefit of people unacquainted with the 
Customs system, that payment could 
not be evaded, If any emaggling takes 
place into the country, of a part of the 
opiam landed iu the manner Mr, Dram. 
mond alludes to, we, as ® commanily 
have nothing to do with that, we do 
not farther or protect the smugglers 
or their trade in any way, aud if such 
a traffic exists the Chinese authorities 
aro perfectly competent to deal with it 
ontside the limits of Shanghai. Io 
doing so the Mauicipal authorities 
would certainly lend thom all legal 
ngsistance within the Settlement ; when 
the existence of smuggling hore is 
proved. That some smuggling will go 
on is inevitable ; the Ligh daty fixed by 
the Convention invites it; but it will 
probably never be mach more than the 
smuggling of tobroco into England. If 
the Chinese desire to increase their 
revenue from opium why do they not 
take proper measures to suppress the 
swnggling of native opiam into this 
Settlement aud, donbtless, elsowbere, 
For some timo past we are iu- 
formed that from oue-half to two-thirds 
of ‘all the opium consumed here is 
smuggled native drag chiefly brought 
by the passengers in the steamers 
from Haukow,. The Chiuese authorities 
cannot or do not suppress that illicit 
trade, which is constantly inoreasiug, 
aud yet they require us to injare oar 
own interests by stopping, or permit 
ting their myrmidons to stop, the 
mauoh smaller illicit trausport of foreigu

THE CONQUEST OF BURMA. 
‘Tae official correspondence relative to 
Burma was laid before Parliament on, 
the 21st Jauuary. It embraces the 
period sinoe the accession of Theebaw, 
and a despatch to Lord Dufferin from 
the Secretary of State for India gives a 
brief history of the misgovernment and 
bad faith towards Euglaud of the late 
When Theebaw became King 
tious between the Government 
t of Mandalay were 
unsatisfactory ; life aud property with. 
in Burmese territory wore inseoure ; 
applications for redress of wrongs 
against British subject wore disre- 
treaties were uot respected ; 
ish commercial iuterests in the 
Irrawaddy valley were seriously ins 
jared, That is the beginning of what 
we may call the indiotmout of former 
Burmese rulers. An improvement was 
hoped for from the young King who had 
been educated into some knowledge of 
Western people and of what good 
government should be. But he early 
manifested a dislike to the British 
alliance; be permitted outrages on 
Englishmen to go unpunished; his 
ministers behaved with outrageous ins 
soleuce to the British Resideut, who 
was denied personal access to the King, 
until his position became so difficult 
that the Goverument of India deemed 
it prudent to withdraw him from 
Mandalay in Ovtober 1879. ‘The Gov. 
ernment of Burma grew more hostile 
after that; au uuprovoked attack on a 
British steamer on the Irrawaddy was 
left unpunished, and the domands for 
justice of the Indian Governmont were 
ill received by the King. Soon afters 
wards Thoobaw seut an Euvoy to B: 
Barma to propose new ‘Treaty rol 
with Iudia, but the King’s overtures 
were found 60 insincere and the pro- 
visions of the draft instrument borne by 
the Envoy so illusory that the Huvoy 
was not allowed to proceed to Rangoon, 
By 1882 the stato of affairs as des. 
cribed by Lord Ravdulpi Churobhilt 
was this:—“The relations between 
the two Governments remained at a 
deadlock; fresh atrocities took place 
at Mandalay; bands of armed daooits 
roamed at will; raids were mado inta 
British territory ; Upper Burmah be« 
came complotely disorganized.” Barly 
in the epring of 1882 an Euvoy 
was sent from Mandalay to Iudia, and 
notwithstanding all (hat had previously 
passed he was well reosived by Lord 
Ripou. ‘Theebaw, however, suddenly 
reoalled his Euvoy. The Court of Ava, 
the despatoh says, “ developed its pol 
of menace and hostility to the Gover: 
ment of India by the despatch of a 
mission to Europe, secking alliances 
mith foreigu Powers'for the purpose of 
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attaining political aud commercial ar- 
rangements which could not but conflict 
very seriously with British interests and 
lead to intrigues by foreign agents at 
Mandalay, the initiation even of which 
Her Mojesty’s Government could uot 
for a moment tolerate.” There is the 
proper ring in this sentence. The 
British Government would afford to
